Statistics indicate that Missouri’s traffic crash fatality total for 2011 now stands at 782*. Thus, it 
appears we’ve attained our goal of fewer than 800 fatalities, and another record reduction year cel- 
ebrated. We celebrate the unknown lives saved, and we mourn and ponder into the new year how we 
could have saved those lives that were lost on our roadways. 

Traffic deaths in Missouri during 2011 were the lowest since the 1940s. There are a number 
of factors that played into this historic decrease. Undoubtedly, the Patrol’s dedication and focus on 
eradicating impaired drivers, increasing awareness on the dangers of distracted driving, having an 
overall increase in visibility evidenced by the 20-Mile Trooper operations during peak travel days, 
along with medical and on-scene management played a large role in another reduction in fatalities 
and serious injury crashes. It takes a multi-faceted operational approach to achieve the positive re- 
sults we've experienced. 

Likewise, it takes a team approach from our people to make the plan work. The employees of 
the Missouri State Highway Patrol can be proud of their efforts and take pride in the results. Re- 
gardless of what you do for our agency, it takes a team effort to achieve this kind of success. Stand 
assured, Colonel [Ronald] Replogle and the entire command staff genuinely appreciate all your ef- 
forts and dedication to our mission. 

I would ask that as we begin the challenges of 2012, we reflect on who we ultimately work for. 
The Missouri State Highway Patrol sets the bar exceedingly high for our performance. The public 
has come to expect that when they need help, they can call the Patrol and receive courteous, profes- 
sional service. Our tradition of excellence, which is steeped in 80 years of “doing it right”, continues 
to be the standard we set for ourselves and what the public expects. This was also evident in our 
unprecedented response to numerous state disasters in 2011. 

With the new year comes new challenges, new hope, and the opportunity for new successes. 
The continued vigilant efforts to reduce traffic deaths will always be our number one priority. Con- 
tinued strict enforcement of DWI laws, criminal interdiction, seat belt enforcement, and attention to 
distracted driving violations will further our goal of a continued reduction in traffic fatalities in the 
coming year. 

The colonel and staff wish all our employees a safe and productive 2012.

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Tye. Fed Guthrie: Gone Sut _Vever Forgotten

On Wednesday, December 14, 
2011, hundreds mourned and laughed 
as they remembered a big-hearted 
man taken much too soon. That day, 

a memorial service honored Trooper 
Frederick FE Guthrie Jr., and his K-9 
Reed, Troop A, who were killed in the 
line of duty on August 1, 2011, while 
on flood duty in Holt County, Missouri. 

His wife, Teresa, wrote a letter 
that was read during the service. “We 
know even though you can’t be here 
you're watching over us,” Teresa 
wrote. “We have our angel watching 
us.” 

A high school classmate of Guth- 
rie’s spoke about how a group of them 
gathered the night before to share 
stories about their friend. “Freddie 
was the best among us. While we can 
rest in the knowledge that Freddie 
has gone to a better place, it is no less 
difficult for those of us left here,” said 
former classmate Steve Harris. Guth- 
rie’s contagious “hee-hee” laugh was 
remembered. 

Captain Bill Cox, retired, shared 
memories of his working relationship 
and the true friendship he had with 
Tpr. Guthrie. 

Missouri Gov. Jay Nixon talked to 
those in attendance about the man he 
had met when Tpr. Guthrie worked as

a member of the Missouri State Water 
Patrol. “Today we learned the pain of 
losing a hero. We share that pain, but 


also take inspiration in the life he lived. 


We are also lifted up by Tpr. Guthrie’s 
acts of courage,” said Gov. Nixon. 
“When the hour is dark and the water 
is high, and the need is great and the 
call goes out, the spirit of Tpr. Guthrie 
will be there, strong in those who rise 
to the challenge.” Gov. Nixon said the 
entire state is grate- 
ful for Tpr. Guthrie’s 
service. “The selfless 
courage he showed 


every day of his long law enforcement 
career made his family and all of us, 
all six million Missourians, very, very 
proud of him,” the governor said. 

Tpr. Guthrie is survived by his 
wife and three children. He served 
17 years combined with the Highway 
Patrol and the Water Patrol. He is the 
30th member of the Patrol to be killed 
in the line of duty.

“Fred” Guthrie Jr. On Thursday, 
January 12, 2012, at approxi- 
mately 2:00 p.m. the body of Tpr. 
Guthrie was located in a brush 
pile south of where K-9 Reed 
was recovered near the original 
search site. 

“The recovery of Tpr. Guth- 
rie’s body will give closure and 
comfort to the family, communi- 
ty, and members of the Patrol,” 
said Col. Replogle. “I would 
also like to thank everyone who 
helped or volunteered during 
the search efforts.” 

A Missouri Department of 
Transportation contractor, Hill 
Brothers Construction, Inc., 
recently began work to fill the 
scour hole on Missouri Highway 
111. The Highway Patrol has 
had troopers at the construction 
site watching for any signs of 
Tpr. Guthrie’s remains as the 
work proceeded. The discov- 
ery of the remains was made 
as work took place January 12, 
2012. 

Family and friends held a 
private graveside service on Sat- 
urday, January 21, 2012. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Teresa, daughter, Amber, and 
sons, Dylan and Cody.

On July 3, 2011, Sonya Perryman 
was traveling in Barry County with 
her brother in a pickup driven by 
their mother. Driving around a curve, 
Sonya’s mother lost control of the ve- 
hicle and overturned off the roadway. 
Following the crash, Sonya unbuckled 
herself from her seat belt and attended 
to her brother, Logan, but was not 
able to remove him from his seat belt. 
Sonya’s mother, Linda, who was not 
wearing a seat belt at the time of the 
crash, was ejected and her leg pinned 
under the truck. 

Seeing both her mother and 
brother injured and unable to summon 
assistance, Sonya decided to leave 
the crash scene to locate help. With 
internal injuries, numerous cuts and 
scrapes, and a neck injury, she ran 
nearly a half-mile to a residence and 
made contact with the home owner,

who happened to be outside. Sonya de- 
scribed what had happened, and was 
able to direct emergency personnel to 
where the vehicle was located. 

Later, at a hospital in Springfield, 
Sonya required surgery to repair in- 
ternal injuries, several staples due to 
cuts, and until recently, had to wear a 
neck brace for a torn ligament in her 
neck. A family member described the 
final rest of the vehicle as an area not 


easily seen from the roadway. If Sonya 
had not gone for help, it might have 
extended the period of time before dis- 
covery. Both her mother and brother 
have since recuperated. 

The Patrol recognized her coura- 
geous efforts on October 14, 2011, 
with a Certificate of Appreciation. 
Members of Troop D presented it to 
her at the Service Center in Carthage, 
MO.

On September 12, 2011, Troop C’s 
weigh station C2E, located just west 
of the city of St. Clair, reopened with a 
small ribbon cutting ceremony that in- 
cluded the Troop C staff and represen- 
tatives of MoDOT, including Ms. Judy 
Wagner the resident engineer for the 
Franklin and Jefferson counties.

Pligh-liech Vehicle Joins Pamrol Fleer

In late September 2011, the Mis- 
souri State Highway Patrol took de- 
livery of the fourth Rapid Response 
Vehicle (RRV) purchased to support 
emergency response needs through- 
out the state. The RRV transport is a 
specially equipped one-ton Chevrolet 
Suburban carrying a high tech com- 
munications platform. It is designed to 
work alone or in conjunction with the 
Mobile Command and Communications 
Vehicle (MCCV) maintained by the 
Patrol and Sikeston DPS, as well as the 
other RRV maintained throughout the 
state. 

The electronic systems are pow- 
ered either by the Suburban engine or 
normal household electrical power. The 
interior redesign of the RRV includes a 
rearward facing operations bench that 
allows two operators to work system 
electronics from inside the truck. This 
is an improvement from the single seat 
operations capability of earlier RRV. In 
addition, the capabilities of the RRV can 
be moved inside a standing structure 
using fiber optic cable fly-away equip- 
ment. 

The RRV satellite communications 
dish provides voice over internet proto- 
col (VoIP) telephone service as well as 
data connectivity to the Patrol network 
and the open Internet. The data pack- 
age has been improved slightly over 
earlier models to allow more broadband 
capability, thus increasing the number 
of mobile computer devices the plat- 
form can support. The RRV is equipped 
with four cameras mounted to the top of 
the vehicle. A fifth camera is mounted 
to a six-foot mast. The mast mount 
camera features full function pan-tilt- 
zoom (PTZ) from an interior control 
or through the Internet. Video is re- 
corded on site for evidence, and can be 
streamed over the Internet to public 
safety officials allowing them to see a 
crisis situation firsthand. In addition to 
the standard camera systems, the RRV 
is equipped with a receiver array for 
the microwave downlink feed from the 
camera system affixed to the Patrol he- 
licopter stationed at Jefferson City, and

As the suspect made a U-turn at 
a median crossover, he fired several 
rounds at Sgt. DeGraffenreid, who 
expeditiously exited his patrol vehicle 
and returned fire. 

While pursuing the suspect north 
on U.S. Highway 65, the suspect began 
firing indiscriminately, with a high 
powered rifle, at motorists traveling 
south. Two innocent motorists sus- 
tained gunshot wounds during the 
course of the pursuit; both survived

When the suspect’s ve- 
hicle became disabled, he stopped the 
vehicle on the right shoulder, exited 
his vehicle, and began firing at Sgt. 
DeGraffenreid and other law enforce- 
ment officers as he rounded a curve. 
The suspect subsequently died of a 
self-inflicted gunshot wound. Sgt. De- 
Graffenreid placed himself at risk to 
ensure this suspect was apprehended 
and was no longer a threat to the citi- 
zens of Missouri. Because of this act 
of valor, the Metropolitan Police and 
Sheriffs Association not only honored 
Sgt. DeGraffenreid with the Medal of 
Valor, but they also named him the Of 
ficer of the Year. 

On August 1, 2011, Tpr. Guthrie 
was assigned to Missouri River flood 
detail in Holt County with his partner, 
K9 Reed. Tragically, both were swept 
away by swift-moving floodwaters on 
Missouri Highway 118.

Patrol Fecoizes Frate. Fark Marina Employees

A year has passed since the heroic 
rescue of passengers from the Show- 
boat Branson Belle, but the efforts 
of many will never be forgotten. On 
December 11, 2010, over 600 people 
boarded the Showboat Branson Belle 
for a dinner cruise, but what they got 
was quite an experience. The show- 
boat lost power and the weather took 
a turn for the worse. Strong gusts 
of wind pushed the Branson Belle 
into a rocky peninsula, about 70 feet 
from the shore, and the temperatures 
dipped to the 20-degree mark. As the 
50 mph winds were threatening a 
breach of the boat’s hull, the situation 
demanded immediate attention. 

Responding agencies had to deter- 
mine how to remove the large number 
of people from the boat safely, and do 
so across the frigid water, avoiding the 
threat of injury or death. With the as- 
sistance and expertise 
of the employees from 
the State Park Marina, 
a decision was made 
to bulldoze a path 
from the shoreline to 
the boat, and utilize 
the marina’s 40-foot 
catwalk. For the next 
several hours, through 
the challenging ele- 
ments, the marina staff 
worked to create a 
path across the lake to 
the showboat, which 
eventually allowed for 
the safe removal of all 
of the passengers. 

Recently, Capt. Gary Haupt, 
Q/WPD and now retired, presented a 
Certificate of Appreciation to the State 
Park Marina employees. The State 
Park Marina employees gave unself- 
ishly of themselves and their resourc- 
es to help rescue the passengers of 
the Showboat Branson Belle.

Missouri Remembers DWI Victims

The Missouri State Highway Patrol joined a special gathering of 
victims, families, friends, safety groups, and state leaders to remem- 
ber those affected by impaired drivers. This memorial event took 
place November 29, 2011, in the Capitol rotunda. It served as an op- 
portunity to remember those who have been killed or injured in im- 
paired driving crashes. It also reminds everyone of the importance 
of driving sober. 

Colonel Ronald K. “Ron” Replogle, Q/Staff, spoke at the event. 
He encouraged everyone to drive with the highest degree of care, 
and stressed the importance of planning for alternate transportation 
or a designated driver when celebrations include alcohol. 

While fatalities in Missouri have steadily decreased since 2005, 
the number of fatal crashes attributed to impaired driving has re- 
mained steady. In 2010, a total of 821 people died in Missouri in 
traffic crashes. Of those, 218 people were killed in crashes where 
drinking involvement was a significant contributing factor. 

The Missouri Remembers event takes place annually and is 
open to the public.

The lady said, “I’ve got a 
broken heart.”

Brad L. Spicer responded 
and took possession of the purse, which was found to have more 
than $1,850 and numerous credit cards inside. Tpr. Spicer contacted 
the owner, who lived in Texas, and made arrangements to return the 
purse. About a month later, the purse owner sent a money order for 
$400 made out to the rest area attendant and asked that Tpr. Spicer 
deliver it. Tpr. Spicer arranged for a Highway Patrol Certificate of Ap- 
preciation, also. He presented both at a press conference at the tourist 
center. 

5 years ago 
January/February 2007 — The Department of Public Safety named 
Tpr. Keith A. Kinsey, Q/GD, DPS Employee of the Month for Novem- 
ber 2006. The story appeared in this issue, and explained that Tpr. Kin- 
sey’s investigative skills solved three cases in a month’s time. The first 
case involved a methamphetamine laboratory in a casino hotel room.

Patrick C. Baird 


Law enforcement officers across 
the area mourn the loss of Patrick 
Baird, retired captain of the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol Troop E, who 
died Wednesday afternoon, December 
28, 2011, while walking at McLane 
Park. 

Baird exercised almost daily by 
walking 30 to 45 minutes, said Highway 
Patrol Capt. George Ridens. Several 
people saw Baird and waved at him as 
he walked the trail. The next time they 
saw him he was down in the parking 
lot. Citizens performed CPR until the 
Poplar Bluff Police Department and 
emergency medical services personnel 
arrived. They continued lifesaving ef- 
forts while he was taken to the hospital, 
where he was pronounced dead. 

“I was promoted to lieutenant in 
October 1997,” said Capt. Ridens, “right 
after Captain Baird was promoted to 
captain. I took his place. I don’t think I 
could have worked for a better captain.” 

Capt. Ridens said Capt. Baird 
helped him learn the Patrol’s staff pro- 
cedure, roles, and responsibilities. 

Capt. Baird was the commanding 
officer for Troop E from October 1997 
to August 2003.

Former Troop E commander, Major 
Don Shelton, said, “I have known Pat 
for several years; well over 15 years. 
He worked for me. He was a good lieu- 
tenant. He was a good family man and 
very devoted.” 

Describing Baird’s death as a 
“tragic loss”, Major Shelton said he 
was a “good friend and a good all- 
around person.” Shelton said Baird 
and his wife, Janet, did everything 
together. 

Patrol Lieutenant Larry W. Plun- 
kett Jr. said, “The Patrol family lost a 
special member. Capt. Baird was not 
only an outstanding troop commander, 
he was an exceptional friend and men- 
tor to those who had the privilege to 
know him.” 

Plunkett Jr. continued, “Despite 
rising to the rank of captain, PC. never 
lost sight of what’s really important 
about our job—the people we serve 
and the men and women who make 
the Patrol such a great organization. 
That said, I think the most important 
tribute I can offer Capt. Baird is the 
fact that his officers considered him a 
‘road trooper’s kind of captain’. I think 
he would take more pride in that than 
anything. I hope he knew that’s just 
how we feel.” 

Retired Patrol Lieutenant R. Brent 
Davis said, “Pat Baird was one of 
the finest people I have ever worked 
with or for. He was a great captain 
who deeply cared about the men that 
worked for him. He took great pains 
to get to know each and every person 
under his command and their families. 
He was a good friend and he will be 
deeply missed by all those who knew 
him well.” 

Larry Plunkett Sr., who retired 
from the Patrol as a sergeant and is 
a former Wayne County sheriff, said, 
“Pat was one of the finest troop com- 
manders I worked under.” Describing 
Baird as “a true gentleman”, Plunkett 
Sr. said he became friends with every- 
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one who worked with him “because we 
respected him.” 

Once Plunkett Sr. was elected 
Wayne County sheriff, he continued 
working with Baird. “He worked well 
with everyone.” Plunkett Sr. added, it 
“made me really sad to hear he died. 
He will be greatly missed.” 

Poplar Bluff Police Chief Danny 
H. Whiteley recalls, “Capt. Baird was 
such a nice guy, and the ultimate law 
enforcement professional. He did 
his job, but the citizens he came into 
contact with, whether a victim or a 
suspect, felt like they had been treated 
fairly and professionally. He was a 
good friend and I will miss him.” 

Butler County Sheriff Mark Dobbs 
said, “I remember him best from when 
he was commander over Troop E. He 
always was very professional and very 
good to work with. He seemed like a 
very good man.” 

In his retirement story printed in 
the Daily American Republic news- 
paper in August 2003, Capt. Baird 
explained he came from a law enforce- 
ment family. His father was a police 
officer and both his older and younger 
brothers also served on the Patrol. 
His brother, Mike, served on the Pa- 
trol for five years, while his brother, 
Rick, served his entire career with the 
Patrol in Southwest Missouri. 

Capt. Baird was a student at Mis- 
souri Southern State when he applied 
and was accepted at the Patrol Acad- 
emy. He began his career in Troop 
A’s Cass County at Harrisonville, MO, 
after he graduated from the Patrol’s 
six-month Academy. 

He then worked the interstate in 
downtown Kansas City, MO, and be- 
came a zone sergeant in Henry Coun- 
ty, in Clinton, MO. He came to Poplar 
Bluff in 1987, as a lieutenant. 

Capt. Baird said it was “very re- 
warding” to him to be promoted to 
lieutenant and then captain at Troop E. 
“T couldn’t have a better family around 
me than the personnel of Troop E. I 
couldn’t have a better bunch of people 
to work with. ... I’ve got the best staff 
on the Highway Patrol of any troop.” 


“T’ve always felt that being fair and 
honest was the key,” said Capt. Baird, 
who described it as stressful “when 
you are sitting in this chair”. 

Working the 13 counties of Troop 
E are “all these officers,” Baird ex- 
plained. With the changing world, he 
said he worries about the safety of 
each one. “Every time I talk to each 
one of these officers ... my last com- 
ment to them is to be careful, because 
I don’t want anything to happen to 
them,” Baird explained. “...That’s my 
big concern — officer safety.” 

On Aug. 26, 1995, he married 
Janet Wilson Walker in Clinton, MO. 
Mrs. Baird survives of the home. 

Other survivors include five chil- 
dren: Matthew Baird, Patrick Baird, 
and Bill Baird, all of Kansas City, MO, 
Kit Walker (and his wife, Lorie), of 
Nashville, TN, and Jason Walker (and 
his wife, Anna), of Virginia Beach, VA; 
10 grandchildren; and three brothers, 
Rick Baird (and his wife, Glenda), of 
Carthage, MO, Mike Baird (and his 
wife, Connie) of Carl Junction, MO, 
and Brad Baird (and his wife, Tracie), 
also of Carthage. 

A memorial service was held on 
Monday, January 2, 2012, at Cotrell 
Funeral Chapel in Poplar Bluff. The 
Missouri Army Honors Team folded 
and presented the American flag, and 
members of the Missouri State High- 
way Patrol followed with full honors. 
Bagpipe music concluded the service.
